Little Killer Too Young to Realize Mean- 
ing of Act Which Stirs Colorado 
Community—Old Rifle is Used

“It was inaccurate and useless,” Utter said. “I gave it to my little boy 
but he had no ammunition for it 

Giorla fired the bullet over the wire fence which separates the yards of 
the Utters and of Mrs. Martha Henry, with whose nine-year-old twins

DAIRY INDUSTRY GOING STRONG 


A report issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics shows that the total value of 
the products turned out of Canadian 
dairy factories in 1929 was $142,665,- 
521. That was a drop of about two mil- 
lions from the figure for the preceding 
year, but an increase of seven millions 
over the total for 1927. 

Creamery butter production amount- 
ed last year to 174,724,465 pounds, 
valued at $67,291,136. This was an in- 
crease of 6,697,426 pounds over the out- 
put for 1928, representing a value of 
$2,588,598. In only three years in the 
history of the industry has the butter 
production been greater. 

The cheese factories of the Domin- 
ion turned out a total of 118,646,039 
pounds during the year, worth $21,388,- 
122. This was less than the output for 
1928 by 25,938,580 pounds, valued at 
$9,016,341. The slump in the cheese 
branch accounted for the decrease in the 
aggregate value of dairy products four 
times over. 

Dairy products were imported into 
the Dominion during the year to the 
value of $13,456,785. Dairy products 
exported from the Dominion were worth 
$28,398,549. Our imports increased near- 
ly seven millions; despite which our ex- 
ports fell away about eight millions, 
thanks to the home demand.

INDIA AND GANDHI 

Readers who have been following 
the somewhat violent course of Mr. 
Gandhi's “non-violence” rebellion in In- 
dia may be interested in a size-up of the 
situation written by a Canadian, who 
is on the ground and has been in 18 
long enough to understand both the 
aims of Gandhi and the conditions of 
the country. The following are para- 
graphs taken from a letter written by 
Rev. A. A. Lowther, missionary at 
Landour, U. P., India, and published 
in the current issue of the Presbyterian 
Record, the official publication of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. 

“The British Empire, indeed the 
whole is watching India very 
closely these days and the campaign 
led by Gandhi has its share of pub- 
licity in Canada as well as elsewhere. 
Of course it is usually only the sen- 
sational news that is cabled overse 
but, even allowing for that 
feel there is much misunderstan 
of the man and the movement. An 
qualities of mysticism or saintlines 
Gandhi may once have been credited 
with seem now quite relegated to the 
background. He freely admits that, 
if independence were gained at once, 
according to his demand, the cond 
tion of the people of India would be 
very much worse than it is now but 
he thinks, or hopes, the country could 
struggle through to a happier lot 
He has not one constructive sugges- 
tion to make for India although he 
talks vaguely about keeping Indian 
money at home and has made a 
gesture in favor of prohibiting strong 
drink. His followers are malcontents 
and agitators and he does not re- 
present the people of India. The 
whole Moslem community refuses to 
join him; so do the native states, 
60,000,000 “untouchables”, and even 
the great majority of other Hindus 
who are of his own faith. Those 
Europeans who have been longest in 
the country feel that the people as a 
whole are not desirous of a change. 
Certainly the country has not risen 
as one man at Gandhi's summons. 
There have been sporadic outbreaks 
of mob violence, chiefly in large cities, 
and much misleading propaganda— 
enough response to show that ‘“non- 
violence” is a name, and that, if 
Gandhi succeeds, the result will be 
anarchy. 

“The agitators, therefore, are a 
minority, socialists, anarchists, anti- 
Christians, Brahmins, and excitable 
students. No wonder there is trouble

If 
your little boy is given a well bal- 
anced diet, and perhaps sunbaths, 
together with plenty of sleep, there 
is not much danger of his contract- 
ing this disease. I believe that it is 
quite easy for one to aveid contract- 
ing this disease by the proper hy- 
gienic measures.

Assured by Capt. Ray 
Collins 


Riding the whirlwinds of their own 
roaring propellers, winged wizards with 
half a hundred planes will arrive in 
the city with the National Air Tour 
on Wednesday, September 17, 

Positive assurance that the planes on 
the tour will arrive in the city some 
time on the afternoon of that day 
was given today by Captain Ray Col- 


lins, pathfinder of the tour, following | 


a conference with John “Mike” Mich- 
sels, general manager of the citizens’ 
committee in Edmonton, which is ar- 
ranging for the visit here of the mons- 
ter aerial armada which will contain 
some of the most illustrious stars of 
aviation, 

Flying in a Stinson Junior plane, 
which contains all the conveniences of 
a modern office, Captain Collins ar- 
rived at the municipal airport at 10 
a.m. on Tuesday, with Captain Chas. 
V. Towns, Canadian ace of the Royal 
Air Force as his pilot. Captain Towns 
is district sales manager for the Stin- 
son corporation for the central west- 
ern states, 

Praises Air Field 

Praising the local air field, both 
filers declared that in its approaches, 
it is one of the most conspicuous 
fields on the continent. Landing and 
hangar conditions at the field were 
also accorded praise by the two visit- 
ors, They were scheduled to arrive 
from Saskatoon, Monday evening, but 
stayed overnight in North Battleford, 
to confer with citizens there with re- 
gard to a visit from the machines in 
the tour.

TOL! BY FIRE 
IN PROVINCE 


14 Lives Lost During First 
Six Months of This 
Year 


Fire claimed fourteen lives in Al- 
berta during the first six months of 
this year, ending on June 30, accord- 
ing to an announcement made on 
Tuesday by the fire commissioners 
branch of the provincial government 
This ts nearly a 200 per cent increase 
over the corresponding period of 1929 


| when five lives were lost 


In the period under review there 
were 936 fires which accounted for a 
material loss of $1,360,213 as against 
1,137 fires for a total loss of $1,900,- 
599 in the corresponding period of 
1929 | 

Up until the end of June Edmonton 
led the province in losses from fire 
with a total of $110,245. and Calgary 
had losses totalling $96.748 Since that 
time Calgary's total has been boosted 
to exceed Edmonton's although defi- 
nite figures are not yet available 

Among the other large fires in the 
first six months were at Three Hills, | 
accounting for a loss of $38,000; Fore> | 
most, loss $30,000, and the Canadian | 
Junior College, at Lacombe, for a loss 
of $42.000 

A total of 68 fires have been 
gated since the first of the year, with 
two convictions of two years result- 
ing. and one conviction of six months
